STOCKHOLM, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
American novelist William Faulk- 
ner and British philosopher Bert- 
rand Russell were awarded Nobel 
i prizes today for 1949 and 


The 1950 prize in physics was 
awarded to the British cosmic- 
ray scientist, Prof. Cecil Frank 
Powell. 


Two Germans, Otto Diels and 
Kurt Alder, shared the 1950 
prize for chemistry. 


The Swedish Academy elected 
Faulkner as winter of the 1949 
literary prize, which was not 
awarded last fall. This year’s prize 
was given to 78-year-old Russell, 
internationally famed philosopher, 
mathematician and moralist. 

The winners were selected 
from among more than 50 candi- 
dates. They will receive the 
awards from the new Swedish 
king, Gustaf VI, when the Nobel 
Foundation celebrates its fiftieth 
anniversary Dec. 10.

The cold snap will iikinies in 
St. Louis tonight, but ‘rising tem- 
peratures and clearing skies are 
in prospect for tomorrow, Armis- 
tice day, Meteorologist Harry F.

Faulkner is the fourth Ameri- 
can to win the Nobel prize for 
literature. The others were novel- 
ists Sinclair Lewis in 1930 and 
Pearl S. Buck in 1938 and play- 
wright Eugene O’Neill in 1936. 
Poet T. S. Eliot, St. Louis born 
but now a British citizen, received 
the prize in 1948. 

Deadlock in 1949. 

The literary award was not 

made in 1949 because of a dead- 
lock in the academy over a choice 
between British statesman and 
historian Winston Churchill and 
Italian philosopher Benedetto 
Croce. Neither figured in the 
final balloting this year. 
‘ The 53-year-old Faulkner, born 
near Oxford, Miss., and still liv- 
ing there, has written some 17 
books, including “Sanctuary,” “In- 
truder in the Dust,” “Light in 
August” and “Absalom, Absalom!” 
His collected short stories. were 
published recently. 

The South has been his only 
subject. Eschewing the “moon- 
light and magnolias” school, he 
has depicted a South haunted and 
at bay, but still clinging to its 
heritage. Critic and public alike 
have acclaimed him as one of 
America’s greatest writers, in the 
same rank with O'Neill and Er- 
nest .Hemingway. 

Although his name is spelled 
Faulkner. on his books, “Who's 
Who” and “Webster’s Biographi- 
cal Dictionary”: spell it Falkner. 

Faulkner himself says: 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
—either way. Some people write 
it Falkner, some Faulkner.” His 
father. he explains, spelled it 
Falkner and that’s the way it is 
on his birth certificate. 

Faulkner was born at New Al- 
bany, Miss.,‘ Sept. 25, 1897, the 
eldest of four brothers. His fa- 
ther, Murry D. Falkner, ran a 
livery stable but was also treas- 
urer of the University of Missis- 
sippi at Oxford, 40 miles away. 

At Oxford the future Nobel 
prize winner began a meager for- 
mal education. He never was

tients. 

An additional $600,000 must be 
obtained by the enna from 
federal or state agencies for the 
hospital, the will provides. 

Value of Renard’s estate was 
estimated at about $1,500,000 by 
his attorney, David Baron. 

Under terms of the will, Renard 
gave to the university as part of 


Endowment the difference be- 
tween $500,000 and the aggregate 
of all gifts he had made previous- 
ly to that endowment. Renard 
had given $406,895 previously to 
then endowment, thus making the 
latest bequest about $100,000. 
Hospital Fund Created. 

A Renard Hospital fund was 
created by the will, to which 
Renard gave common stock in his 
company with a book value of 
$350,000. This fund was created 
for the benefit of the university. 

The $350,000 hospital fund and 
$250,000 from the Renard Endow- 
ment make up the $600,000 for 
the proposed new hospital, to be 
known as the Renard Hospital 
as a memorial to Renard and 
his wife. She died last April 14 
and he died Nov. 2. 

Funds for half of the cost of. 
the $1,200,000 hospital must be 
obtained by the university from 
the United States Public Health 
Service or some other federal Or | 
state agency, the will provides.

The National Production Au- 
thority, Sawyer told a press con- 
ference, will rely chiefly on man- 


datory orders because voluntary, 
industry-wide compacts “just 
won’t work.” 

The Secretary gave assurance, 
however, that/NPA will try not to 
curtail eivilian goods output so 
rapidly as to cause temporary idle- 
ness and slack. business before 
military buying hits its stride. 


Increase in Steel Output. 
Sawyer also reported: 

1. The steel industry may 
“sifbstantially increase” its plant 
expansion program above the 
9,500,000 tons already assured 
by the end of 1952. 

&. He expects the expansion 
to continue at the same rate 
after 1952, thereby bringing 
steel-making capacity to about 
120,000,000 tons a year by the 
end of 1954. 

3. He is confident that loom- 
ing bottlenecks in manganese, 

.iron ore and ore boats will be 
overcome. All are vital to ex- 
panding steel production. 

Inflation “Inevitable.” 
Sawyer noted that limitations 
on civilian goods production in- 
evitably will have an inflationary 
effect, but said. that until an 

“over-all program” of economic 
mobilization is laid out, NPA must 
go ahead as rapidly as is needed 
to meet defense demands for ma- 

terials. , 

.He said it is impossible now to 
gauge the full scale of the long-

and initiative, and it breeds in- 
fiationary waste and extrava- 
gance. i 
* “Continued over a long period 
af time, the conventional excess 
profits tax will transform man- 
agerial initiative in getting effi- 
cient production and distribution 
into a system where tax savings, 
and not earned profits, will be the 
test of business: decisions.”

‘New Citizens Swear to Bear 
Arms or Do Such Other 
Duty as Ordered. 


A new phrase, pledging a citi- 
zen to bear arms or perform non- 
in the armed 
forces, appeared in the oath of 
allegiance administered here to 
new citizens: for the first time 
today. 

The new section was part of the 


| zens today in the court of United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

The added pledge is as follows: ' 
“That I will bear arms on behalf 
of the United States, or perform 
non-combatant service in the 
armed forces of the United States 
when required by law.” 


C. A. Ramsey, officer in charge 


and Naturalization Service, said 
members of the naturalization 
class were informed that an alter- 
nate oath, omitting reference to 
service with the armed forces, 
could be authorized for conscien- 
tious objectors. However, none of 
the new citizens expressed objec- 


tion to the new pledge, Ramsey 
reported. 


Applicants for citizenship are 
required to take one oath or the 
other by Section 29 of the In- 
ternal Security Act of 1950, which 
became law last September when 
Congress overrode President Tru- 
man’s veto. There was little con- 
troversy over the section, and 
Triman did not discuss it specif- 
ically in his veto message. 


A Senate - House conference 
committee, in its report on the 
McCarran-Wood bill, as the legis- 
lation was called, said: 

“There shall be included in 
the oath required for naturaliza- 
tion the provision that the peti- 
tioner will bear arms_ on behalf 
of the United States or perform 
non-combatant service when re- 
quired by law, However, if the 
petitioner satisfies the naturali- 
zation court that he is opposed 
to bearing arms or to performing 
non-combatant service by reason 
of religious training or belief, he 
may take an oath which doés not 
include a promise to bear arms 
or to perform non-combatant 
service.”

Russell a Philosopher. 
Russell, three times married, 
twice divorced, and now the third 
Earl Russell, was first of all a 
mathematician, and later applied 
the mathematical approach to 
cold reasoning in philosophy.

Born at Trelleck, England, May 
18, 1872, he became the third 
earl of his line on the death of 
his elder brother in 1931. His 
vast and scintillating literary out- 
put is marked throughout by a 
lack of respect for authority in 
morals, aversion for dictators in 
politics, and reverence for logic 
in philosophy. 

Fought Conscription. 
During World War I, Russell 
leaped into a campaign against 
conscription—and landed in jail. 
Outraged, Cambridge University 
withdrew the fellowship it had 
conferred on him. (It was subse- 
quently restored.) The philos- 
Lopher served six months in jail 
—writing a book. 

He changed his views on war 
later. In 1940, while living in 


California, he decided that some 
things—such as world domination 
by Adolf Hitler—could be worse 
than war. He urged young men

Stores were unable to advertise 
their big sales in regular news- 
papers and therefore unable to 
dispose of large quantities of com- 
modities at special prices. Radio 
stations are deluged with advertis- 
ing. Many also have increased 
news saffs. 

It was Oct. 3 when the news- 
papers suspended _ publication. 
Since then, other big and litte 
work stoppages have dotted the 
industrial scene in this union- 
ized city. 

Denied daily papers, Pitts- 
burghers then found they 
couldn't get a Coca-Cola because 
of a bottling plant strike. And 
they had difficulty getting pack- 
ages delivered in a brief strike 
of drivers. employed by three big 
department stores.

Republican candidates in the ag- 
gregate polled slightly more than 
52 per cent of the off-year record 
total of more than 40,700,000 
votes cast Tuesday. The figures 
are based on state totals which 
are still incomplete in most states. 
Even so, they show that at least 
40,727,213 ballots were cast. 

The previous peak in a non- 
presidential year was 37,304,380 
in 1938. The figure in 1946 was 
35,874,468 and in 1942 it was 
30,024,927. 

The Associated Press compila- 
tion used the highest vote in each 
state. In most instances that was 
either for Governor or Senator. 

Republicans outvoted the Dem- 
ocrats 21,049,778 to 18,684,129— 
or approximztely 52.3 per cent to 
46.3. In the 1948 presidential 
election, Democrats polled about 
49.3 per cent of the total and the 
Republicans apout 45 per cent. 

With 181 of the 4676 precincts 
missing and the absentee ballots 
‘uncounted, the total vote in Mis- 
souri stood at 1,226,007, with 
659,901 Democratic votes and 
566,106 Republican. In Ilinois,. 
with 100 of the 9446 precincts 
missing and the absentee ballots 
uncounted, the total vote was 3,- 
567,205, of which 1,644,137 were 
Democratic and ‘1,923,068 Repub- 
licans. 

Most states have not completed 
tabulation of minor parties’ votes 
cast Tuesday. Those which had 
credited minor. parties with 598,- 
118. Added to the major party 
votes, that made 40,332,025. In 
Georgia, however, the vote on a 
constitutional amendment exceed- 
ed the party vote by 259,642 and 
that in Alabama Ro as — 
ment surpassed the p gure 
by 135,546, bringing the total in- 
complete popular figure to 40,- 
727,213. 


GRAND JURY REPORTS FAILURE

Two explosions, one yesterday 
and the other last Tuesday, have 
wrecked several buldings in Her- 
rin in what authorities believe to i 
be retaliation for the Armes mur- 
der. One explosion caused $18,- 
000 damage to three homes 
owned by Russo and the other, 
yéeSterday, caused $30,000 dam- 
age to Kenny’s Kastle, owned by 
Kenneth Meece.

“T couldn’t find my relatives 
in Berlin when I came home from 
Russia,” Edmund said.

I’d had a little 
business training before I went 
into the army, and soon I was 
deputy manager. 

“The men and: women in the 
factory sometimes asked me what 
it was like in the Soviet Union. 
I just told them the truth, about 
how people lived and worked and 
how some of them hated their 
government and were kind to 
prisoners. 

“Then’ the Vopos (People’s po- 
lice) came. They said I was anti- 
Russian and cautioned me. When 
I heard they were coming a sec- 
ond time I came to West Berlin.” 
He said it as though this happens 
every day, which, of course, it 
does. 

Edmund works now repairing 
streets as part of the emergency 
relief campaign in Berlin, He 
gets about $10 a week and pays 
$15 a month for his bed and food 
in the bunker. 


“Better Off” Now. 


“T’m still better off,” he says, 
“than I was as an assistant fac- 
tory manager. The money I get 
here at least will buy things.” 

Edmund says that the 56,000 
who marched that day in Moscow 
were prepared especially for the 
show, although it was not an- 
nounced in Moscow itself until 
the morning it occurred.

“Robert was given first aid al- 
most immediately by one of the 
company corpsmen and as soon as 
the attack was beaten off he was 
evacuated to the battalion aid 
station, and from here to the divi- 
sion hospital, where he died.

BELGIUM TO END STATE 
OF WAR WITH GERMANY 


BRUSSELS, Nov. , (UP)—The 
government has decided to end 
the state of war with Germany, 
Foreign Minister Paul Van Zee- 
land told Parliament today. 

Van Zeeland said he hoped the 
move would “facilitate the in- 
tegration of the German federal 
republic in the community of free 
peoples, and at the same time 
contribute to the normalizatian 
of our relations with that state.” 

He said the step was being

The congress has been called by the “Partisans of Peace,” a 
Communist-front movement founded in Paris last year under the 
presidency of Frederic Joliot-Curie, a French seananicd physicist and

The “appeal” pur- 
ports to be a petition advocating 
policies for the promotion of 
world peace. Actually, the “ap- 
peal’s” policies are only thinly 
disguised versions of Soviet prop- 
aganda slogans. The Partisans 
claim that almost 367,000,000 per- 
sons have signed the “appeal.” 

The congress at Sheffield is in- 
tended to outshine and outdo the 
first “World Peace Congress” at 
Stockholm last March, where the 
“peace appeal” was adopted. 

Two Chief Aims. 

The Sheffield meeting will ac- 
complish two principal purposes, 
the Partisans hope: 

First, it is designed to serve as 
a sounding board for propaganda 
supporting Soviet world polities 
and attacking the free world in 
general and the United States in 
particular. 

The congress will demand 
“peace”—on the Soviets’ terms— 
and will denounce the United 
States and its friends and allies 
as “warmongers.” A new “appeal” 
may be adopted to take the place 
of the Stockholm appeal in world 
Communist propaganda. 

Second, under the cover of this 
agitation for “peace,” the Shef- 


field Congress will give the Com- | 
munists an opportunity to’ 


strengthen and expand an inter-. 
national network of “Action Com- | 
mittees” which the “Partisans of 
Peace” are engaged in building | 
up. 

Ostensibly, 
only agitate for peace. In fact, 
however, there are grounds for 
Suspecting that they are designed 
to conduct espionage, sabotage, 
subversion and other kinds of 
fifth column operations. 

Partisan Contention. 

“" The Partisans already declare 
the Sheffield Congress’ will speak 
for the masses of the people of 
the world. The Partisans assert 
the United Nations only repre- 
sents governments, not peoples, 
and that most of the governments 
are dominated and controlled by 
the United States. 

The Sheffield meeting “will re- 
flect a popular mandate from 
every country,” and will be a 
“great world forum from which 
the peoples, speaking through 
their real representatives, will 
make their voices heard,” a Par- 
tisan publication recently de- 
clared. 

The Communists originally an- 
nounced that the second “World 
Peace Congress” would take place 
in Genoa, Italy, but the Italian 
Government barred the meeting. 

The Partisans then said that 
the congress would meet in War- 
saw instead. This apparently was 
never seriously intended, how- 
ever. It seems to have been 
announced only as a_ stopgap 
measure, designed to keep up the 
enthusiasm of the “faithful” while 
the leaders‘of-the movement made 
arrangements to hold-the congress 
in a city better suited to the 
party’s puFposes.

Economic and technical assistance, through 
such projects as the Point Four program and 
the Marshall plan, are required in far-flung 
parts of the world.

And we must remain de- 
termined to use the newly-strengthened United 
Nations for the prevention of aggression and 
settlement of disputes by peaceful means. 

These are the ways by which this country 
can secure an honorable peace. Peanut politics, 
which are likely to flourish on Capitol Hill be- 
cause of the close division of the United States 
Senate, cannot be allowed to sabotage them. 
The normally not undesirable game of trying 
to win the 1952 election is too expensive for 
foreign-policy makers to play.

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Discrimination Is Not Democratic 
All too often discrimination is deplored in 
words and condoned in fact, especially on the 
American university campus. A good many 
schools—although, happily, a slowly decreasing 
number—have more or less open quota systems 
based on racial and religious distinctions. 


This moved Chancellor Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago to say that the United States, 
and the country’s educators especially, cannot 
exert full influence on those nations which now 
stand doubtingly between Russia and the West 
until “we clean up discrimination in our own 
house.” 

The statement was made at a conference spon- 
sored by the American Council on Education 
and the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B’rith. 
And, encouragingly, it was backed up by repre- 
sentatives of other Midwestern schools. 


Dr. Andrew Ivy of the University of Illinois 
declared that for fairness’ sake all applications 
for admission to a school ought to be considered 
on a strictly anonymous basis. Helen C. White 
of the University of Wisconsin said that students 
should not be regarded as faceless. numbers, but 
she added that “the personal touch can be 
deferred until acceptance has been assured.” 
Basing admissions on qualification and not on 
color, religion or family connections is fully in 
accord with the American principle of freedom 
of opportunity. 

The fear that such a fair policy will lead to 
criticism, the withholding of gifts and other un- 
favorable results is a baseless fear, according to 
Mr. Hutchins. These arguments were brought 
up when the University of Chicago opened its 
hospitals and medical school to Negro patients 
and Negro students. He summarized the actual 
consequences by saying: “The result was that 
there wasn’t any result.” 

This should be encouraging to school admin- 
istrators—especially in Missouri—who are still 
inhibited by these arguments. They should be 
grateful for the assurance that there is no pen- 
alty for heeding the dictates of conscience.

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Tangle on the Genocide Treaty 
Apparently the United States will be able to 


extricate the genocide convention from an amaz- 


ing tangle in the United Nations. We hope so. 
For just when 22 nations had ratified this 
treaty against mass murder, the whole project 
was thrown into confusion. 

“Phe story is one of a legal technicality involv- 
ing those past masters at technicalities, the 
Russians. In effect, the Soviet Union nearly 
won a kind of veto power over the authority of 
the United States Senate to ratify a treaty. 

The Senate is expected to ratify the genocide 
pact with at least four clarifying reservations. 
But in the U.N., the Legal Committee voted to 
urge the Assembly to ask the International 
Court of Justice and the International Law 
Co for opinions on such reservations. 
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by the 
that the outstanding recommendation of th 
committee is a change-over to the unit 
and that this cannot be made without permis- 
sion of the Legislature. True, but the commit- 
tee also pointed out that long steps toward this 
reform can be taken without going to Jefferson 
City. 

Under the unit or single-superintendent sys- 
tem, the committee urged the establishment of 
a Department of Business Management to take 
care of accounts, budget, personnel, supplies, 
lunch rooms, plant operation, construction and 


maintenance. Such a department, under a man’ 


with solid business experience, could be set up 
without any change in the present laws. 

Other steps also could be taken to end at 
least some of the divisions and conflicts of 
authority under which the schools now suffer. 
For instance, the Superintendent of Instruction 
could be made responsible for an annual bal- 
anced budget covering all school operations. 

Also, existing jobs such as that of the Sup- 
ply Commissioner and the Administrative As- 
sistant to the Board of Examiners could be 
abolished. And aside from jobs, improvements 
are possible in the manner in which the Board 
of Education does business and keeps books. 

In all probability, St. Louis would encounter 
little difficulty in persuading the Legislature to 
authorize the unit system if it were made clear 
in Jefferson City that this is really wanted. 
One way to do this, as the committee suggests, 
would be to put into effect at least part of the 
proposed reorganization under rules which the 
Board of Education itself can make and change. 

Meanwhile, this would be a demonstration to 
the taxpayers that the school board is effecting 
all possible economies, and that it is a trust- 
worthy administrator of the increased tax reve- 
nues necessary to keep the schools of St. Louis 
up to the city’s educational requirements. 

The question is whether citizens will keep 
the need for these reforms before the Board of 
Education or whether they will let them slip 
into that all too vast limbo of forgotten ~oppor- 
tunities for reform. 

The Citizens’ Committee, of course, «still is 
active; and after finishing its work, it might 
well make itself over into an agency for the 
promotion of its own recommendations. 
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Girl Meets Boy 


Some misunderstanding has existed between 
the sexes throughout the ages; and if we are to 
believe a letter received by a county clerk at 
Huntington, W. Va., the situation is getting no 
better. A young woman in Pennsylvania had 
met a West Virginia boy and apparently was 
checking up to find out whether he was good 
enough for her. 

“Is his family sanitary or unsanitary?” her 
letter inquired. “What kind of a family does he 
come from? Did he graduate from high school? 
How old is he? Was he ever married? What 
is his religion? \Has he ever done any tragic 
killings or been in jail? If so, why?” 

Frankly, we do not hold high hopes for a 
romance placed on the foregoing basis. An 
ideal husband, in our view, is not to be made 
out of a young man so mysterious that almost 
nothing is to be learned about him by reference 
to him personally and recourse must be had 
to elected public officials. Nor is a model wife 
to be made out of a woman whose suspicions

The Poppy and the Atom 

The world opium pact which is nearing reali- 
zation in'the United Nations is a proud feather 
in the cap of U.N., and it is more. It is a testi- 
mony to what U.N. can do when Russian ob- 
structionism does not prevent. The problems 
that had to be overcome were strikingly parallel 
to those involved in the proposed international 
control of atomic energy, but in the case of the 
opium pact true international inspection has 
been accepted as a cardinal principle. 

In the atomic energy negotiations, the Soviet 
Union did a great deal of empty talking in sup- 
port of “international inspection,” but what it 
meant was national self-inspection; and it was 
Russian rejection of any realistic form of inter- 
national inspection that frustrated all efforts to 
reach agreement on atomic energy. 

The Russian performance is all the sorrier in 
the light of what is being accomplished by the 
principal countries that produce opium and 
manufacture drugs from it. Opium is grown 
mainly in India, Iran, Turkey and Yugoslavia— 
made into drugs largely in France, Britain, the 
United States, The Netherlands, Belgium, Italy 
and Switzerland.

Speeding the Schuman Plan 


President Truman again endorses French coal-iron pooling plan 
as a means toward a common defense against Communism; Am- 
bassador Douglas repeats this in London; conclusion is clear that 
Washington is pressing for early end to the debate over this issue.

In his speech at the Liberty Bell cere- 
monies in Independence, Mo., President 
Truman again emphasized that Commu- 
nist imperialism is a continuing menace 
to world peace, and that as long as this 
menace exists the free nations who would 
remain free have no other choice than to 
pool their strength and build up common 
defenses against it. 

In that connection he went out of his 
way to endorse anew the Schuman plan 
for pooling West Eu- 
ropean coal and steel 
production. 

This endorsement 
was repeated in Lon- 
don by Ambassador 
Douglas, who, in his 
farewell speech, 
stressed that an ade- 
quate common de- 
fense of the West 
depends on an en- 
during reconciliation 
between France and 
Germany, and that 
ar eee 
cou! ound with- 
in the Schuman plan. Robert Schuman 

This double reiteration of the American 
standpoint is, of course, no accident. 
Rather it must be regarded as a concerted 
American move to speed the completion 
of the Schuman plan, not only because 
of its economic merit but also in order to 
clear the path for speedier and more ade- 
quate West European rearmament which 
the ominous evenis in the Far East make 


‘more urgent than ever. 


The basic organizational agreement on 
the Schuman plan, Which would put the 
West European coal and steel industries 
under supranational bodies, including a 
high authority, a council of ministers, a 
joint assembly and a court of justice as 
the first political foundations of a Euro- 
sen federation, has: been completed, and 
nch Premier Pleven is confident that it 


will be signed “in the very near future.” 
This would provide an industrial basis 
for West European rearmament as noth- 
ing else could. But some last obstacles 
remain, and until these obstacles ‘are re- 
moved the Schuman plan threatens to be- 
come more a hindrance than a help to 
such rearmament. 

The French insist that the Schuman 
plan agreement must be signed first be- 
fore they will consent even to consider 
permitting the Germans to defend them- 
selves or to contribute to the defense of 
the West. This French insistence is born 
of the suspicion that the German indus- 
trial boom, caused by Western rearma- 
ment, and the American plan for raising 
German divisions, provide an alternative 
to the Schuman plan, and that the Ger- 
mans are now reluctant to accept the plan. 

The Germans, on the other hand, are 
equally insistent that they want the Schu- 
man plan as much as ever and merely 
seek to straighten out some technical de- 
tails to avert undue interference with 
their liberalized economy or the p ent 
of unwarranted subsidies to less-efficient 
countries. 

In these circumstances, the American 
pronouncements can only be viewed as 
urgent advice to both countries not to let 
details obstruct progress, and to regard 
the Schuman plan and rearmament, not as 
alternatives but as parts of a larger whole 
on which depends their own survival and 
that of Western Europe. 


By the same token, these pronounce- } 


ments should also remove any fears that 
the United States might object to the 
single trading area projected by the plan 
because of the most favored nation clause. 
The fact that one of these pronouncements 
was made in London suggests similar ad- 
vice to the British either to join in the 
Schuman plan or at least not to put any 
obstacles in its path. ) 

t is to be hoped that this advice will 
be heeded.

GET ST. LOUIS OUTLOOK 


W. H. Stead Explains Area’s 
Export Trade Stake to 
Visiting Financiers. 


—_, 


The vital stake St. Louis and 
the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict have in foreign trade was 
‘explained yesterday by William 
H. Stead, vice president of the 
St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank, 
to 25 bankers from 14 Marshall 
Plan countries on a tour of the 
United States. 

Speaking at a luncheon at the 
University Club, Stead pointed 
out that St. Louis’s export trade 
exceeds $100,000,000 annually and 
that agricultural exports from the 
seven-state reserve district come 
close to $500,000,000 annually. 

Noting that a major industrial 
movement has been getting under 
way in the district in the last few 
years which would require a hign 
level of international trade, Stead 
assured the foreign bankers that 
this area was hopeful that the 
foreign policy of the United 
States would be aimed more and 
more at producing a climate fa- 
vorable to an expanding volume 
of exports and imports, 

“The better we get to know 

each other and to appreciate the 
manners and customs under 
which we operate, the easier it 
should ‘be to prométe high level 
economic activity for all of us, 
and on that achievement ‘of 
higher standards of living 
throughout the world lies the 
hope of a peaceful future,” he 
said. 

Gerald Wilson, president of the 
Bank of Ireland and chairman of 
the bankers’ mission, recalling 
the huge output of automobiles 
observed in Detroit, said members 
of the group were “awed” by the 
purchasing power of the Ameri- 
can people capable of absorbing 
that output. 

Other members came from Tur- 
key, Scandinavia, France, Bel- 
gium, England and other nations.

tion Adored Him, It Made Him Fortune

Following is the: last in a series 
of articles on the fabulous life of 
George Bernard Shaw. The au- 
thor, London bureau chief for In- 
ternational News Service, knew 
the fanious playwright well dur- 
ing the last 20 years of his life. 

LONDON, Nov. 10. 
HE acid-tipped tongue of 
George Bernard Shaw fre- 
quently lashed at the United 
States and he said some caustic 
things about America during his 
long lifetime. 

Yet one of the incofigruous 
facts which emerge from any 
study of his career is that the 
United .States, the country he 
often poked fun at, was partly 
responsible for Shaw becoming a 
full-fledged playwright. 

Further, the United States pro- 
vided him with a very big per- 
centage of his vast ae from 
playwrighting and other literary 
activities. He admitted several 
times that he had “made a for- 
tune out of the Americans.” 

It was little wonder Shaw 
thought that despite his anti- 
American witticisms, Americans 
“adored” him. 

It is factual, for example, that 
at a time when Shaw already was 
indulging in being funny at the 
expense of America, his play, 
“The Devil’s Disciple,” scored 
an immediate hit with Richard 
Mansfield playing the’ leading 
role in New York'in 1897. The 
United States run earned for 
Shaw around $9000 in royalties. 

It also is factual thaf this un- 
expected windfall finally gave 
Shaw courage in the following 
year to quit his work as a dra- 
matic critic and to concentrate on 
playwriting.

RONICALLY enough,’ Shaw 


thought “The Devil’s Disciple” 
to be one of his worst plays and 


never ceased to be surprised that 


America liked seeing it. 

Yet with his “Caesar and Cleo- 
patra,” it stilt was earning him 
good money on Broadway4n early 
1950, during a theatrical season 
in which Shaw at 93 was making 
more money in royalties in New

York than anyeother foreign play- 
wright. t= 


The very first time I met Shaw, 
in the ‘brashness of my youth ‘in 
1933, 1 tackled him about his 
frequently rude attitude toward 
America. 

We were sitting in Shaw’s suite 
aboard the liner Empress of Brit- 
ain as it steamed up the English 
Channel, at the end of what he de- 
scribed as “my personal royal 
tour of the world.” * 

I wanted to get from Shaw the 
reasons why he had jeered at 
America. during his brief visit 
there in the course of his tour. 

The sun-tanned and _ white- 
bearded Shaw, in Norfolk jacket, 
almost skin-tight long pants, 
thick hand-knitted socks, and 
highly polished brogues, stuck out 
his immensely long legs and fid- 
died with his knitted necktie. 

“Young man,” he said, mildly, 
“you have got it all wrong. Where 
have you been reading that: sort of 
stuff? The Americans loye me and 
I love the Americans.”

SHOWED him newspaper clips 
| quoting his statements to report- 

ers while he had stopped briefly 
in New York and San Francisco. 

He chuckled reminiscently. “Of 
course I shock America,” he said, 
“I mean to. It probably: does 
America a lot of good. I’m not a 
zoo exhibit.” : 

And he added: “You know I 
met some very nice people, espe- 
cially out in California. But the 
whole trouble with America is 
that America wants to lionize me 
and I don't want to be lionized.” 

He had a big correspondence 
with Americans, and he had lots 
of fun in shocking ‘many of his 
American correspondents by send- 
ing them the ‘familiar Shavian 
postal card with a line or two of 
vituperative comment on any 
given proposition. 

His anti-American cracks were 
legion and he once summed it all 
up by saying: 

“I have been particularly care- 
ful never to say a civil word 
about the United States.

Floor Squeaks. 

ONG ago we learned never to 

tell anyone about our troubles 

because after we had finished, 
they’d expect us to listen to all 
theirs. Their troubles always 
seemed worse and took longer to 
hear, Anyway, a lot of people 
right now are troubled . with 
squeaky floors. 

There are hundreds of ways to 
fix a squeaky floor when all the 
conditions are just right. That is, 
when you can get at the under- 
side of the flooring. The head- 
ache is when you can’t get under 
the floor which is what usually 
happens. : 

Squeaky floors of this kind have 
two main causes. Either the sub- 
floor is loose or the finish floor 
is loose. Either type can be fixed 
with the proper use of nails. 
First, do a little sounding around 
the area where the squeak occurs 
to locate the floor joist which 
supports the floor. You'll find 
that when you tap on the floor 
you'll get a hollow sound where 
there is no joist and q solid sound 
when you’re right over one. We 
want to drive our nails into a 
joist if possible. 


Once we have a joist, get hold sketching it, Tibet may turn red.

You'll need two for each board 
that seems to be part of the 
squeak. Get someone to stand 
on the squeaky part of the floor 
to hold it down when you nail, 
The nails should be driven down

When the head 
is about % inch from the board, 
use a nail set to drive them the 
rest of the way and a little below 
the wood surface. This slight 
hole is then filled with plastic 
wood. or butty and finished to 
match the rest of the flooring.
